COPYRIGHT AND REGISTRATION 


At the International Congress of Libra- 
rians in Brussels, as previously at the In- 
ternational Congress of Publishers in Am- 
sterdam, much attention was rightly given 
to the subject of copyright and registration. 
There was at both entire unanimity in the 
recognition of authors’ rights to the full, 
but there was also evident, particularly at 
the Librarians’ Congress, a desire that for 
practical purposes as well as for the definite 
protection of the author, the publishers and 
all concerned, the national protection of 
copyright should be made the occasion of 
a national registration of book production 
and a basis for national bibliography. 

This is accomplished, in large measure, if 
not to entire satisfaction, in the new Ameri- 
can law of 1909. The proposed English law, 
in the desire to give authors the fullest 
rights of property, does not make any re- 
quirement of registration and at the sugges- 
tion of English librarians, though without 
specific reference to England, a resolution 
was passed in favor of combining with copy- 
right protection a requirement for official 
registration, including the usual data for 
bibliographical record. 

Continental practice, in conformity with 
the conventions of Bern and Berlin, creating 
and developing the international copyright 
union, does not usually include registration. 
The English practice is to require registra- 
tion, at Stationers’ Hall, only as a precedent 
to suit, involving the awkward dilemma that 
in innocent infringer may find himself sud- 
denly and seriously endangered by the regis- 
stration of a work as to which there was 
no evidence of copyright, as actually hap- 
pened in the case of the first number of the 








— 


English edition of Harper's Magazine by 
reason of the use of a single iilustration, a 
portrait of Thomas Carlyle, supposed to be 
opened to general use. 

The American code indicates, if it does 
not fully realize, a theory or method which 
admits the author’s full property rights, 
while involving registration. The author 
obtains copyright by publication with the in- 
clusion of a copyright notice, which he may 
insert without application to, or permission 
from the Copyright Office. But to justify 
this copyright notice and to obtain legal pro- 
tection, he is required to deposit copies of 
his work “promptly after. publication,” and 
from the deposit of copies the Copyright 
Office makes its registration. This regis- 
tration affords the desired bibliographical 
material (price excepted), and the printed 
card system of the Copyright Office and the 
Library of Congress forms the basis for an 
official national bibliography. It is to be 
hoped that the Library of Congress will be- 
fore long assume full responsibility for a na- 
tional bibliograhy, preferably with the be- 
ginning of 1911, by supplementing the infor- 
mation obtained through the Copyright Of- 
fice with information obtained through other 
sources of works privately printed or for 
other reasons not entered for copyright. 

The American method, freed from such 
restrictions as the manufacturing clause and 
other obnoxious complications, furnishes a 
precedent which may well be considered in 
the final shape of the English code, now in 
tentative shape; and we commend it for 
study by English copyright authorities. Cur- 
rent English bibliography has long lagged 
behind that of other countries, the United 
States not excepted; and it would be a great 
boon to Anglo-American bibliography if 
registry, as at the British Museum, could be 
combined into one act, at one place, possibly 
through the method of making deposit the 
single act and registration an official sequent 
to that act. If Canada in its proposed legis- 
lation, as well as Australia, should follow 
some such system, a long stride toward the 
complete current bibliography of works in 
the English language would be accom- 
plished. 





INCREASE IN SECOND-CLASS POST- 
AGE RECOMMENDED AGAIN. 
PRESIDENT Tart and Postmaster General 
Hitchcock have reached an agreement as to 
the recommendations the President will make 
to Congress regarding a change in the sec- 
ond-class postage rates, that the magazines 
be required to pay the present rate of I 
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cent a pound on all reading matter and a 
much higher rate, to be determined later, on 
the advertising pages. Each magazine will 
be required to send a copy of its current 
issue to the Post Office Department each 
week, or month, as the case may be. There 
the publication will be dissected. The read- 
ing matter and the advertising sections will 
be separately weighed and the amount of post- 
age computed by the number of magazines 
sent out. Newspapers will not be affected. 

Mr. Hitchcock believes the plan of separat- 
ing the reading and advertising matter in the 
magazines to be entirely feasible, and to 
be the proper solution of the problem. 

President Taft is looking forward to a 
one-cent rate for letter postage. 

The establishment of the proposed new 
rates as to magazines, the President believes 
will do much to bring about the penny post- 
age plan. At the same time he thinks the 
magazines will be compelled to pay only 
their just share in the postal expenses. 

The President is determined to push his 
plan for placing second and third class 
postmasters under the civil service. He will 
make the recommendation to Congress in 
his forthcoming message, and hopes for favor- 
able action. In addition to taking these 
classes of postmasters entirely out of poli- 
tics, the President believes the move will 
prove economical. 


MARK TWAIN'S ESTATE. 


THE inventory of Mark Twain’s estate, 
returned by the appraisers, Albert Bigelow 
Paine and Harry A. Lounsberry, to the 
Probate Court for the District of Redding, 
gives a total of $611,136, of which $70,000 
represents the yalue of his home, “Storm- 
field,” and the cottage known as the “Lob- 
ster Pot,” while $541,136 is personal prop- 
erty. The sole heir is his only surviving 
child, Mrs. Ossip Gabrilowitsch, the wife 
of the Russian pianist. 

The copyright values of his writings are 
grouped in the inventory in the assets of 
the Mark Twain Company, incorporated a 
few years before his death, to which all the 
copyrights were assigned. His fifty shares 
in the stock of that company are listed in 
the inventory at $200,000. As an item of 
tlie personal estate, the appraisers also note 
a trunk and its contents, which he had placed 
with the Lincoln Trust Company of New 
York. In the trunk are certain of his manu- 
scripts, but no value was placed on them, 
for the originals are at Stormfield.

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The inventory tells the story of certain un- 
fortunate investments, which the author 
made, notably his venture in the securities 
of the Plasmon Milk Product Company. 
The total value of his 375 shares in this 
company is placed at $100. Nearly a 
thousand shares of various corporations are 
marked as worthless. 

The furniture and furnishings of Storm- 
field are valued at $10,145. 

At the time of Mark Twain’s death in 
April, it was predicted that his estate would 
be a large one, and the fact that the figures 
run above $600,000, is peculiarly interesting, 
as his entire fortune was swept away with 
the failure of the C. L. Webster Company.

OBITUARY. 
WILLIAM GOODSON. 


WILLIAM Goopson, secretary of the cor- 
poration of Thomas Nelson & Sons, died in 
the General Memorial Hospital, New York, 
on Tuesday, October 25, where he had been 
confined with an incurable malady for nearly 
four months. 

Mr. Goodson was born at Nottingham, 
England, in 1840. In 1866 he came to Amer- 
ica at the earnest solicitation of Mr. Will- 
iam Amery of the firm of Pott & Amery, 
who was an uncle of his wife. As bookkeeper 
he remained with this house through its va- 
rious changes for a period of nearly thirty-

Mr. Goodson, in his long service of nearly 
forty-five years in continuity, was known and 
esteemed by those in the trade with whom 
he came in contact as a most painstaking 
and devoted worker, a man whose chief aim 
at all times and under all circumstances was 
thoroughness. His associates knew him to 
love him for these sterling qualities. His 
health for nearly a year past, owing to a 
cancerous growth, caused him much anxiety, 
but it was not until July last that he finally 
gave up desk work, when he was placed in 
a hospital for what care was possible to re- 
ceive and until death relieved a patient suf- 
ferer. He is survived by a son and a daugh- 


ter.
